POSTAL 
SAVINGS 
BANKS 


The work of establishing the postal savings banks is proving a more 


difficult matter than was generally supposed. 
The officials in charge of 


the proposition find that at least, tour thousand, new clerks 
will 
be 


necessary. Tlie system will be complicated and will require a great deal 
of accurate work. It will also require precautions against fraud'and rob- 
bery. The trustees working upon the problem find that 6,000,000 people use 
the postal banks'in Great Britain and it is estimated thai 10,000,000 will 


ultimately use the banks in this country. 


There is a great deal of detail lo be settled in regard to the form of 


receipt. It is acknowledged that pass books must be issued to depositors 
and it will be necessary to send the total number—ten million or less—to 


Washington for verification. 


The postal savings banks are not needed in New England. 
They do 


not pay as high interest us (he other banks and what is worse for the 
communities in which the banks arc located they will take the money out 
of circulation. It will be necessary for the government, to do something 
to prevent a stringency in any city in which large sums arc taken from 
other banks to be deposited in the postal savings banks.

of the other sciences mentioned. 


Doubtless Inspector Hughes will make the most of manual training, but 


a man who expresses such an extravagant view of anything- as he does in 
this ease,'is not to be commended for sound judgment.'. While pushing 
manual training ho will probably crowd out branches that are fully as 
important.

It must be obvious to'any person in the least acquainted with manual 


training that in order to make it a success it. is necessary lo know (he 
simple rules of arithmetic and to have some slight knowledge of mensura- 
tion. Manual training is itself cducnlive, and many of Iho operations in 
arithmetic cnn be made as intcrnstinj; as those met in mnumil trnininp. 


If Mr. Hughes means to condemn bnoks us the primary 
source 
of 


knowledge, we agree wilh him perfectly,

Books are not the source of knowledge. 
The renl source ot knowl- 


edge is observation, the galherhu; in of idons lo be considered, classed and 


united as in a living organism. 


In this respect more book learning is to be condemned, but by "book 


learning" in this connection is meimt Iho voracious rending and study of 
books to the neglect, of the mnin source of knowledge, the exercise nf the 
pcr^oplive faculties upon the things around us. 


Manual training is valuable, no doubl, MS an educational course; but 


in this respect it ranks with rending, writing, arithmetic, drawing, com- 
position and geography. 
It- would be absurd In deprive iiny pupil of th« 


elementary school education, without which progress in tiny direction is 
impossible, merely to allow him to revel in the operations of manual (min- 
ing which, lo.bo sure, nre very fascinating lo children.

NEW 'YORK, 'July 27.—With 1600 


blank S-Jnch shells exploding on . bur 
dock, a big lighter floated with the 


p." tide across the basin of the Brook- 
'. lyn navy yard yesterday, and bumped 


into the receiving ship Hancock, which 
was moored at the cobdock. The light- 
er had. caught flro from the shells and 
there was danger not only to the Han- 
cock, but to othjer ships in the basin. _ 


A steam launch from the U. S. sup- 


ply ' sh~ip Culgoa ran alongside tho 
burning lighter, a seaman sprang to the 
blaming deck with a line and made It 
fast. 
Then tho 
launch 
towed 
the 


lighter to the end of an unoccupied 
dock, from which water was poured on 
.the 
flames. 
- The 
lighter burned to 


the water's edge, 
* Previous to the sensational trip ot 
-ihe lighter across th-s basin, she had 
"set" flre to the Culgoa and her crew 


of 15 men had been forced to jump 
overboard, carrying with them a navy 
yard empjoye named Edward McDonald, 
who had .been severely burned in the. 
explosion of a shell which had started 
the flre.- • There .was- a lot of ammu- 
nition on the Culgoa, and in order to 
prevent It from exploding and destroy- 
ing the ship, the lighter, which had 
b-aen moored alongside, was cast adrift. 


The war material destroyed included 


80,000 pounds of smokeless powder. 


The supply ship Culgoa came down 


from Boston Monday with a lot of am- 


' munition taken from 
the battleship 


New Jemey at .the Boston yard. 
In- 


cluded in this ammunition were* 2000 


/eight-inch blank shells. 
Orders had 


been given..to bring the shells to the 
nfivy yard on the Culgpa and there to 
transfer them to a lighter, for ship- 
ment to the ammunition storehouse at 
Fort Lafayette in the Narrows. 


Four-fifths of the total number of 


shells on the Culgoa had been trans- 
ferred to the lighter when, McDonald, 


who was carrying a shell, tripped over 
a line and fell. 
The shell dropped to

the deck and lay writhing with hla 
clothing ablaze.

The census report should soon be out and make known the population 


of. the various cities of Massachusetts. The census of 1905 gave I.owcll 
a population.of 94,889, and in 1906, according to S. N. D. North, director 
of the census, the population hud increased to 95.173. The population of 
Lawrence in 190G was 71,548 and that city hns been boasting of un- 
paralleled growth ever since. 


Fall River in 190G had 105,942, Cambridge 98,544, Lynn 78,748, New 


Bedford 76,74G, Springfield 75,836, Worcester 130,078. 
WB surmise that 


Lynn will show a greater percentage of increase than any other city in this 
state; Lawrence will show more than ordinary growth, and we shall be 
disappointed if our population falls under 105,000. Cambridge is the city 
nearest to the size of Lowell in population, although in area it is less than 
half that of Lowell. Th.-it may prevent any large increase of population in 
Cambridge. 


POSTAL 
SAVINGS 
BANKS 


The work of establishing the postal savings banks is proving a more 


difficult matter than was generally supposed. 
The officials in charge of 


the proposition find that at least four thousand 
new clerks 
will be 


necessary. The system will be complicated nnd will require a great deal 
of accurate work. It will also require precautions against fraud and rob- 
bory. The trustees working upon the problem find that 6,000,000 people uso 
the postal banks in Great Britain and it is estimated that 10,000,000 will 
ultimately use the banks in this country. 


There is a great deal of detail to be settled in regard to (he form of 


receipt. It is acknowledged that pass books must be issued to depositors 
and it will be necessary to send the total number—ten million or less—to 
Washington for verification. 


The postal savings banks are not needed in New England. 
They do 


not pay as high interest as the other banks and what is worse for the 
communities in which the banks are located they will take the, money out 
of circulation. It will be necessary for the government to do something 
to prevent a stringency in any city in which large sums nre taken from 
other banks to bn deposited in the postal savings banks. 


AN 
ABSURD 
PROPOSITION 


It is the bane of the school teaching profession that some educators 


become so extremely enthusiastic over some particular branch that they 
invest it with a value nnd an importance far above its actual intrinsic 
worth. 


A case in point is the extreme position taken by a Canadian superin- 


tendent of schools on the matter of manual training. 
James L. Hughes, 


inspector of the Toronto schools, speaking- on this subject says: 


"The time is not far distant when boohs will he abolished 


from the schools altogether, and in their place will arise an indi- 
vidual course of study suited to each child. It is wrong to tench 
eaoh child the same thing. Not one in ten thousand is constructed 
alike. Each one has It in him to make good in one certain line of 
life work and no other. I can take a child and give him a man- 
ual training course without one study out of the regular school 
course and yet develop him into a brighter mnn with a more act- 
ive and probing brain thnn I could by sending him through the. 
eight years' academic course. 
Why? 
Simply because a child's 


brain 
develops when he focuses it upon something that nueds 


probing—that will make the brain active. 
SchooibooU 
loarnlnK 


does not do that for the child. Manual trainliiff does." 


If we were to judge from Mr. Hughes' English in this paragraph wo 


might conclude that he is not as conversant with some books as ho. should 
be. But as to the main contention that manual training would render books 
unnecessary or that it would form n substitute for tlio elements of an 
English education the idea is utterly absurd. 


It must be obvious to any person in the least acquainted with manual 


training that in order to make it a success il. is''necessary to know Iho 
simple rules of arithmetic and to have some slight knowledge of mcnstirar 
tion. Manual training is itself educative, and many of the operations in 
arithmetic «an be made as interesting as those mot in manual trainin:;. 


If Mr. Hughes means to condemn books as the primary 
source 
of 


knowledge, we agree with him perfectly. 


Books are not the source of knowledge. 
The real source of knowl- 


edge is observation, the gathering in of ideas to be considered, classed and 
united as in a living orgailism. 


In this respect mere hook learning is to be condemned, but by "book 


learning" in HUB connection is meant the voracious reading and study of 
books to tbo. neglect of the main source of knowledge, the exercise of I lip. 
perceptive faculties upon this things around UH. 


Manual training is valuable, no doubt, as an educational course; but 


in this respect it ranks with rending, writing, arithmetic, drawing, com- 
position and geography. 
It would be absurd to deprive; any pupil of Iho 


fletnenfnry school education, without which progress in any direction is 
impossible, luorcly to allow him to revel in the operations of numnu)-train- 
inf which, to bo sure, nre very fascinating to children, 


There nro people who go through the world with •their eye* closed, as 


it wue, because they ha\« not learned to observe 
They may f-ee, but set 


ing they do'not understand and hence the result of their sight-seeing' is very 
disappointing. 


In order to bo able to derive the greatest benefit from observation i 


is necessary to have considerable scientific knowledge which is very largoh 
obtained from text books for the use of students. 


The power of observation itself requires training, and its greatest aid 


are found in a knowledge of botany, zoology, mineralogy, geology, chem 
istry, architecture, drawing and the fine arts. 


In each of .these sciences the mind will note in whatever 
it 
con 


templates points of likeness and points of difference, sill of which an 
taken into account in referring the object in question to its proper class 
nnd species. 
Without books on these sciences we doubt the ability o. 


any student to make the progress necessary to enable him to use his 
faculties aright in the quest of real knowledge. No amount of manua 
training will offer the least insight to .chemistry, geology, botany or severa 
of the other sciences mentioned. 


Doubtless Inspector Hughes will make the most of manual training, bu 


i man who expresses such an extravagant view of anything as he docs in 
his case, is not to be commended for sound judgment. 
While pushing 


uamial training he will probably crowd out branches that are fully as 
mporlant.

These documents, eleven in num-

Great Shells Burst in a fire at 


the Havf Yard 


NEW 
YORK; 
July 27.—With 
ICOO 


blank S-inch shells exploding on her 
dock, a big lighter floated with the 
tide across the basin of the Brook- 
lyn navy ±yard yesterday, and bumped 
Into the.receiving ship.j-Jaricock, which 
•was moored at the cobdocK. The light- 
er, had caught fire from the shells and 
there was danger not only to the Han- 
cock, but to 6tli.sr Bliipe in the basin. 


A steam launch from the U. S. sup- 


ply 
ship Culgoa ran alongside the 


burning lighter, a seaman sprang to the 
blazing deck with a line and made It 
fast. 
Then the 
launch 
towed 
the 


lighter to the end of an unoccupied 
dock, from which water was poured, oh 
the 
flames. 
The 
lighter burned to 


the water's . edge.. 
Previous 'to the "sensational trip of 


the lighter across th« basin, she had 
set. ftre....to. the Culgoa and her crew 
of 15 men had been forced to jump 
overboard, carrying with them a navy 
yard employe named ISdward McDonald, 
who had been severely burned in the 
explosion of a shell which had started 
the 
fire! 
There, was a lot of ammu- 


nition on.the Culgoa, and in order to 
prevent it from exploding and destroy- 
ing the ship, the lighter, which had 
been moored alongside, was cast adrift. 


The war "material' destroyed Included 


SO.OOO. pounds of smokeless powder. 


The supply ship Culgoa came down 


from Bos'ton Monday with a lot of am- 
munition taken from 
the battleship 


New Jersey at the B.oston yard. 
In- 


cluded in this "ammunition .were 2000 
eight-inch, blank shells. 
Orders had 


been given to bring the shells to the 
navy yard on the Culgoa and there to 
transfer them to a lighter, for ship- 
ment to the ammunition storehouse at 
Fort Lafayette in the Narrows. 


Four-fifths of the total number of 


shells on the Culgoa had been trans- 
ferred to the lighter when McDonald, 


who was .carrying, a shell, tripped ovor 
a line and fell. 
The shell dropped to 


the-deck of the lighter arid exploded. 
McDonald was blown half way across 
the deck and lay writhing with his 
clothing ablaze. 


The concussion and blaze from the 


original explosion &at off other shells 
and these in turn, set off more.

half a minute the lighter.:looked like 
an .exhibition of daylight fireworks.

Police 
Officers 
and 
Negroes 


Fought for 
One Hour 


BOSTON, July 27.—Twelve patrol- 


men from tho Joy street police station 
last night quelled a riot of more than 
500 negroes in the West End after a 
battle lasting- nearly an hour, in which 
tho .officers were forced to plough their 
way through the crowd, using their 
night sticks freely. 


Razors 
were 
drawn, 
bricks 
and 


stones flew, and clubs were used with 
telling effect hy the rioters, who fought 
not only with the police, but among 
themselves. 


The riot started 
when Patrolman 


Thomas Foley tried to arrest a num- 
ber of colored sailors who were creat- 
ing a disturbance, and In a few mo- 
ments the whole neighborhood In 
t?ie 


vicinity of 
Grove and 
Cambridge 


streets had joined in the attack on tho 
officer. 


In all, the police made five arrests, 


three of the men taken being sailors 
and the two civilians, who are charged 
with1 having taken part in the riot. 
One of the men was slashed with a 
razor, from his elbow to nis chin, and 
all were bleeding '>om many cuts and 
bruises. 


How many were 
wounded in 
the 


entire encounter and hois' serious.their 
injuries were the police have- no idea. 
The men-arrested, it is thought, were 
hurt no more seriously than scores of 
others who were backed 
into their 


houses by the officers. 
The 
lighting 


lasted more than an hour, and the men 
used their weapons almost indiscrimi- 
nately. 
Xot in years has there been a riot in 


the West End even 
approaching In 


magnitude, the affair of last night. The 
trouble began at about 11 o'clock, when 
Patrolman Foley was attracted to the 
corner o£ Grove and Cambridge streets 
by the sound of blows and loud voices. 


There ho found a number of sailors 


from the warships lying in the harbor 
and at tho navy yard engaged In a 
free-for-all fight. The men had been 
drinking heavily and got into a tils- 
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pute. that Jed them 
to take sides 


against each other. 


Foley went to one of the leaders.of 


the tars and asked him to stop tho dis- 
turbance. The sailor made a pass at 
the officer, whereupon Foley drew his 
club and attempted to put the man un- 
der arrest. 
The sailor called to his 


companions for help tand the entire 
group turned upon the'officer, who de- 
fended himself as best he could with 
the club. 


The fight attracted a great deal of 


attention, and the street, already well 
filled, became packed With a host of 
negroes that flocked to the scene from 
every direction. 
The sailors had the 


sympathy of the crowd, although for 
a time the civilians in the throng did 
nothing: more than offer them encour- 
agement. 


"Kill tho cop," some of the men in 


the crowd cried, and. the whole street 
took up the cry. The sailors attacked 
Foley in a body, as If they were ready 
to fulfil the bidding of the crowd. 


In spite of their concerted 
attack, 


Foley managed to hold them off, al- 
though he was badly injured by the 
shower of blows that 
reached 
him 


from, behind. 
' He took 
his 
stand 


against a building and 
the 
crowd, 


thinking events were not moving rap- 
Idly enough, joined forces with the 
sailors and started in to make short 
work of. the policeman. 


The whole neighborhood had by this 


timo become aroused and the officers 
at tho Joy street station, though quite 
removed from the scene of the strug- 
gle, could hear tho sounds proceeding 
frnm the lower 
end 
of 
Cambridge 


street. Patrolmen Campbell, Gallagher 
and Fay were sent out at once to put 
a stop to the trouble, nnd they hurried 
down the hill to Foley's assistance. 


Guided by tho shouts and curses of 


tho crowd, and Foley's .cries for help, 
tho three officers 
s6on 
reached 
the 


building bofore which Foley was hold- 
ing off the crowd, and broke through 
the maddened throng to his aid. Foloy 
wns nearly exhausted. 


Bricks were thrown at the officers 


from the outskirts of the crowd, nnd 
missiles were hurled from the windows 
nnd 
roofs 
of 
buildings. 
While the 


crowd wns attacking Foley the alter- 
cation between the sailors had gono on

Interruption, and tho 


wholo fiOfi negroes were, poon fighting 
nlmost us much among themnelvea as 
npnlnst the police.

buildings and. the damage to all kinds 
of property is exceedingly large, while 
the injurious effect upon, the health 
and comfort of men, woman and chil- 
dren Is far more important and calls 
urgently for action.

their votes created tho office of smoke 
inspector for the city of Lowell have 
attempted to ridicule the office of their 
own creation, and have refused the 
smoke 
Inspector 
the very unpreten- 


tious sum of $200. 


.The smoke Inspector is up against a 


pretty difficult proposition and a citj 
father could assist with better grace 
than . he could condemn. 
There har 


been considerable discussion as to the 
method of taking smoke 
tests. 
The 


plan that is being used all over tho 
country, and one with which our loca 
smoke" inspector is thoroughly famil- 
iar, was .originated by Professor R 
gelmann of Paris, and is known as the 
Rlngelmann chart. It was first intro- 
duced into this country In 1897. .It is 
published-and used 
by 
the .United 


States geological survey 
and 
others 


with success. 
In making observations the chart ts 


placed at a point about fifty feet from 
the observer, as nearly as possible In 
line with the stack. 
The observer 


glances from the smoke coming from 
the stack to the chart, which is num- 
bered 1, 2, 3, 4, representing the equiva- 
lent of 20 per cent, 40 per cent, 60 
per cent, 80 per cent, black, smoke, re- 
ipectlvely, (No. 6 .being 100 per cent, or 
jet black smoke.) , This enables him 
to determine which chart most near- 
ly corresponds with the color and den- 
sity of the'smoke. 


Observations are .made 
at 
minute 


half-minute, or quarter-minute inter- 
vals for one or more hours and. at the 
expiration of .the Lime, the number o; 
minutes during which each grade 
emoke was emitted may be determined 
An observer often becomes in a shor 
time so skilled in taking smoke rec- 
ords that lie may be trusted to take 
observations without the aid 
of 
the 


chart and can read with sufficient ac- 
curacy to record in half Cellar t num- 
bers.

Indians 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—"Lpather- 


stbcklng*' is" verified and Fennlmore 
Cooper is vindicated, anil their siib-. 
stantiation comes as it should, through 
the census bureal. 
It is from far- 


away Alaska, but It is.official. 
This 


substantiation 'Is found in a report from 
Chief Census Agent McKenzie telling 
all about the taking of the census in 
the Fairbanks district. Mr. McKenzIe 
gives assurance that the Indians do 
measure iime by the 
"snows" 
and 
"suns" and'distances by "sleeps." In- 
deed ho asserts that they hnvt* no othor 
standards of time or of measurement, 
and. in relating the fact he cites an 
Instance which throws no little ItKht.on 
the difficulties of enumerating the red 
men.

have/been educated In the government

He then gives this Instance: 
"Au Indian buck, claimed 
to 
have 


lived '200 snows'. After much talk and 
use of the sign language it wns deter- 
mined'that he.was about 80 years old. 
He was found to have been 20 snows 
old when ho 'got first woman'; to have 
kept her 'four snows, when she 
got 


away'; that he 'got moro woman and 
keep her five snows and she die1; that 
tie 'got no woman fur 20 snows more1, 
arid finally he 'got young chicken and 
keep her all time ever since, now, on, 
25' or • 30 snows.' " 


That there were other difficulties In 


getting the'facts regarding the aborig- 
ines Is indicated by the following from 
the report: 


"Many of the Indians know a suffi- 


cient number of English words to do 
ijusiness with a white man, but when 
it was determined that they were to be 
counted they had a faculty for closing 
their mouths and knowing nothing un- 
til an interpreter Impressed upon them 
the fact that the agent came from the 
Great White Father at Washington." 


Regarding the habits and character' 


of the people, he says: 


"As a class they are indolent, lazy 


and dirty, although in recent years the 
teachers have taught the younger ones 
:hat dirt hns been the cause of much of 
their Illness and tho present generation 
are keeping themselves healthier 
by 


bathing. 
Their homes arc filthy as a 
rule and conducive to tho diseases with 
which the Indians are most afflicted. 


"They spend, their winters in hunt- 


.ng and their summers in (ishing. Furs 
secured, hides of moose and caribou, 
are-:brought--to--the -traders and 
ex- 


changed for food and clothing but sel- 
dom for money. 
Out of these hides 


hey also make moccasins, gloves, mlt- 
:eris and other curios which they trade 
n the snme way. The flah caught in 
.he summer arc dried and used for 
'cod for themselves and 
their 
dogs 


during the winter. 


"The Indians have no knowledge of 


.heir tribal or clan names and are al- 
ways called by their village or local- 
ly name. The Indians in the vicinity 
of Chandlar river are called 'Chandlar' 
'ndians.

The census of 1905 gave Lowell 
a population of 94,889, and in 1906, aceording to S. N. D. North, director 
of the census, the population had increased to 95,173. The population of 
Lawrence 'in 1906 'was 71,5-18 and that city has been boasting of un- 


paralleled growth ever since. 


Pall River in 1006 had 105,942, Cambridge 08,644, Lynn 78,748, New 


Bedford 76,74(5, Springfield 75,836, Worcester 130,078. We surmise thai 
Lynn will show a greater percentage of increase than any other city in this 
state; Lawrence will show more than ordinary growth, and we shall bo 
disappointed if our population falls under 105,000. Cambridge is the city 
nearest to the size of Lowell in population, although in area it is less than 
half that, of Lowell." That may prevent any large increase of population in 


Cambridge. 


POSTAL 
SAVINGS 
BANKS 


The work of establishing the postal savings banks is proving a more 


difficult matter than, was generally supposed. The officials in charge of 
the proposition find that id, least four thousand 
new 
clerks 
will 
be 


necessary.' The system will be complicated and will require a great deal 
of accurate work. It will also require precautions against fraud and rob- 
bery. The trustees working upon the problem find that 6,000,000 people use 
the postal banks in Great Britain and it is estimated that 10,000,000 will 


ultimately use the banks in this country. 


There is a great deal of detail to be settled in regard to the form of 


receipt. It is acknowledged that pass books must bo issued to depositors 
and it will bo necessary to send the totnl number—ten million or less—to 


Washington for verification. 


The postal savings banks are not needed in New England. 
They do 


not pay as high interest as the other hanks and what is worse for the 
communities in which the banks are located they will take the money out 
of circulation. It will be necessary for the government to do something 
to prevent a stringency in any city in which largo suras arc taken from 
other banks to be deposited in the postal savings banks. 


AN ABSURD 
PROPOSITION 


It is the bane of the school teaching profession that some educators 


become so extremely enthusiastic over some particular branch that they 
invest it with a value and an importance fur above its actual intrinsic 


worth. 
' 


A case in point is the extreme position taken by a Canadian superin- 


tendent of schools on the- matter of manual training. James L. Hughes, 
inspector of the Toronto schools, speaking on this subject says: 


"The time Is not far distant when hooks will be abolished 


from the schools altogether, and in their place will arise an indi- 
vidual course of study suited to each child. It ia wrong to teach 
each child the came thine. Not "ne in ten thousand is constructed 
alike. Each ono has it in him to make fjood in one certain lino of 
life work and no other. 1 can tuke a child and give him a man- 
ual training course without one study out of the regular school 
course and yet develop him Into a brighter man with a more act- 
ive and probing brain than 1 could by sending him through the 
eight years' academic course. Why? 
Simply because u child's 


brain 
develops when he focuses it upon something that needs 


probing—that will mnke the brain active. 
Schoolbook learning 


does not do thnt for the child. Manual training does." 


If we were to judge from Mr. Hughes' English in this paragraph we 


might conclude that he is not ns conversant with some books us he should 
be. But as to the main contention that inn mini training would render books 
unnecessary or (hat. it would form, a substitute for the elements of nn 
English education the idea is utterly absurd. 


It must be obvious to any person in the least, acquainted with mnmuil 


training that in order to make it n snuccfs it. is necessary to know the 
simple rules of arithmetic nnd to have some slight knowledge of mensura- 
tion. Manual training is itself cducntive, and many of the operations in 
arithmetic can bo made as interesting as those met. in manual training. 


If Mr. Hughes means to condemn books as the primary 
source 
of 


knowledge, we agree with him perfectly. 


Books are not the source, of knowledge. The real source of knowl- 


edge is observation, the gathering in of ideas to be. considered, classed and 
united as in a living organism. 


In this respect mere book learning is In be condemned, but by ''book 


learning" in this connection is meant the voracious rending nnd study of 
books to the neglect, of the main source of knowledge, the exercise of the 
perceptive faculties upon the things around us. 


Mnnunl training is valuable, no doubt, as an educational course; but 


in this respect it ranks with reading, writing, arithmetic, drawing, com- 
position and geography. 
It would lie absurd io deprive nny pupil of the 


elementary school education, without, which progress in any direct inn is 
impOBsiblo, merely to allow him to revel in the operations of manual train- 
ing which, to bo. sure, nrc very tnscinnthig to children.

In oiclei to be able to dome the yeatest benefit from observation it 


is necessni'y to have considerable scientific knowledge which is very largely 
obtained from text books for the use of students. 


The power of observation itself requires training, and its greatest, aids 


are found in a knowledge of botany, zoology, mineralogy, geology, chem- 
istry, architecture, drawing and the fine arts. 


In each of these .'sciences tho mind will note in whatever 
it con- 


templates points of likeness and points of difference, all of which are 
taken into account in referring the object in question to its proper class 
and species. 
Without books'pn these sciences we doubt the ability of 


any student to make the progress necessary to enable' Him to use his 
faculties aright in the quest of real knowledge. 
No amount of manual 


training will offer the least insight to chemistry, geology, botany or several 
of the other sciences mentioned. 


Doubtless Inspector Hughes will make the most of manual training, but 


a man who expresses such an extravagant view of anything as he does in 
this case, is not to be commended for sound judgment. 
While pushing 


manual training he will probably crowd out branches that are fully as 
important.

GBAND ISLAND, Neb., July 27.— 


Amid a tumult of cheors from the for- 
mer followers of William J. Bryan. 
Permanent . Chairman 
Smyth of the 


democratic platform convention yes- 
terday read the result of a test vote 
of the gathering practically 
taking 


from 2VI>. Bryan the democratic lead- 
ership of Nebraska, which he has 
maintained for 20 years. 


The vote came on a motion made by 


Congressman G. 'M. Hitchcock, a can- 
didate for the senatorial 
nomination, 


and in effect was to eliminate the in- 
troduction of platform plans, with ac- 
companying speeches, unless submitted 
as a section of the majority^r minor- 
ity report of the committee1 on reso- 
lutions. 
• Jlr. Bryan, seated as a member of 
the Lancaster county delegation, was 
upon his feet at once -with a protest, 
and 
proffered 
an amendment 
that 


would modify tho original motion. A 
dozen"delegates made: as "many mo- 
tions and heated speeches on the sub- 
ject, the Bryan adherents denouncing 
the Hitchcock motion as "gag rule," 


' and their opponents asserting that "in- 


dividual rule" must .lot prevail In the 
convention. . 
- Chairman Smyth'ordered a roll call 
on the amendment, and the gathering 
ivas silent as the vote of the counties 
that would determine the strength of 
Mr. Bryan was called. 
When two- 


thirds had been called, foes of Mr. 
Bryan realized that he was defeated, 
and a wave of cheers that drowned 
tho roll call began. 


As Chairman Smyth finally read' the 


result, 465 against the amendment to 
394 In favor of it, the delegates sound- 
ed a fresh volume of cheers that 
seemed to indicate their relief from the 
uncertainty that had existed as to the 
strength which Mr. Bryan might ,de- 


ivelop in tho convention. The original 
'motion of Mr. Hitchcock 
then 
was 


adopted. 


The convention came to order in a 


tent packed with perspiring delegates 
and surrounded by throngs of specta- 
tors eager to hear tho oratorical bat- 
tle that had been predicted. 
Instead 


of calling for the" oratory, 
the 
dele- 


gates began to speed up the action of 
the convention to a gait 
that prom- 


ised to limit tho contest to two brief 
and busy sessions. The temporary or- 
ganization was made permanent, and 
Chairman 
Smyth, 
after 
a 
brief 
speech, selected a committee on reso- 
lutions. 
Mr, Bryan was one of the 


committee of seven named. 


Congressman Hitchcock then made 


his motion to restrict discussion. The 
opponents of Mr. Brj-.-m asserted that 
if individual introduction of platform 
planlts had been permitted with 
a 


speech or speeches on each on'i, it 
would have materially delayed the 
progress of the body. 


While they asserted 
their willing- 


ness that he should apeak on.the mi- 
porlty report, which it was expected 
would be offered, this practically pro- 
hibited any other speech from him in 
the convention. 


While the committee on. resolutions 


was drafting its report, Gov. Shallen- 
berger and Mayor Dahlrhan of Oma- 
ha, rivals for the nomination of gov- 
ernor, addressed the convention and 
hurled verbal shafts at 
each other. 


The governor promised the delegates 
that if re-elected, together 
with : a 


democratic legislature, he would give 
them opportunity, through legislative 
action, to settle the saloon question 
dennitel'y. 


The convention took a recess until 


8 o'clock to await the report of the 
•ommittee on resolutions. 


Says Employers Are Not 


to Treat With Unions 


" .BOSTON, July 27.—Judge Richard- 
son in the equity session of the su- 
perior court yesterday gave a hearing 
on a bill filed by Folsom & Sunergrcn, 
photo-engravers, 
against 
George F. 


Lewis et als, officers and members of 
the photo-engravers' union, 3, inter- 
national photo-engravers' union, Louis 
Kohlmetz of Chicago and P. J. Brady 
of Glendale Is". Y., officers of the Inter- 
national union, for on injunction 
to 
restrain the defendants from picketing 
near their plane of business, interfer- 
ing with their workmen or business 
and from calling a strike or proceeding 
with a strike. The purpose 
of 
tho 


strike, the complainant's allege, is to 
compel them to unionize their shop. 
They have been running an open shop, 


William Noble appeared for the com- 
plainants and Daniel V. ilclsaac for 
the defendants. Mr. McT.sanc told the 
court the hearing would last about two 
or three days and his honor wus dis- 
inclined to take up the matter. 
The judge said that any man could 


work for whom he pleased at 
what 
wage he pleased^ "A man must sup- 
port his family," he said, "and has a 
right to get work of whom he can." 


Mr. Xoble said the cause 
of 
the 
strike was to compel the complainants 
to unionize their shop and Mr. 
Mo.- 


Isaac said that was not no. He said 
the strike was called as affecting the 
photo-engravers all over tho city and 
was for higher wages 
and 
shorter 


hours. 


The judge said it made nojdlfference 


what the strike was for. "No Inbor 
organization has got a right," he said, 
"to Interfere with a man in his work. 
An employer is not obliged to treat 
with a union." 


Counsel for tho defence acquiesced 


in tho view that the defendant had no 
right to Interfere, with a man under 
contract, hut the Judge said he wished 
to go farther than that and hold that 
it made no difference whether tho man 
was under contract, or not. 


When counsel for the complainants 


told the judge that the strike had been 


• BOSTON, July 27.—After a hearing 
In the supreme court yesterday to'de- 
termine tho. validity of. the execution 
of the"will of Mrs. Jennie 8. Gookin 
which was; drawn up in New York 
Judge Morton reserved his 
decision 


and suggested that counsel submit au- 
thorities in support of tho contention 
that tho will was properly executed. 


Mrs. Gookin was a milliner here. In 


1902 
she sold her business and moved 


to New York, living apaist from her 
husband.. While in'New-York she exe- 
cuted a will with two witnesses. 


As her husband continued to live in 


Massachusetts there arose the.question 
whether the court in 'this state or in 
New York "had jurisdiction when 
the 


will was filed lor probate, it being con- 
tended that her domicile followed that 
of her husband. 


Certain persons interested 
in 
the 
estate filed a plea. for. Jurisdiction in 
New York, but this was overruled, the 
court holding that the testatrix was 
domiciled in this stsite, where her hus- 
band 'resided, although she was staying 
in New York at the time she executed 
the will. 


Then an insane brother of the testa- 


trix, who was confined in an asylum 
In 'Ohio, put in a claim 
through 
his 


guardian, Henry V. Cunningham. 


The guardian entered an appeal from 


the decree of the probate court allow-. 
Ing the will and the case came up yes- 
terday. 


Tt further appeared that on the plea 


.to the jurisdiction which was denied in 
the probate court, Judge Sheldon of 
•the supreme court had sustained the 
decision of the probate court folding 
tho testatrix was domiciled • in 
this 


state 'at the time of the execution of 
the will. 
• Application is now made to allow a 
will executed in compliance with the 
laws of New York, but not in accord- 
ance with the law of this state, as 
there are only two witnesses instead of 
three. 


John F. Cronan, counsel for the ben- 


eficiaries, who offered the will for pro- 
bate, contended that, 
although 
the 


woman was decreed to, have 
been 


domiciled here, still she believed she 
was domiciled in New York. She was 
In fact, residing there, 
she complied

BOSTON, July 27.—Twelve patrol- 


men from the Joy street police station 
last nlghf quelled a riot of more than 
500 negroes .In the "West End.after a 
battle-lasting-nearly an hour, Jn which 
the officers were foruod to plough their 
way. through the , crowd, using their 
night sticks freely. 


Razors 
were drawn, bricks and 


stones flew, and clubs were* used with 
telling effect by the rioters, who fought 
not only with the police, but among 
themselves. 


Tho riot started 
when 
Patrolman 


Thomas Foley tried to arrest a num- 
ber of colored sailors who were creat- 
ing a disturbance, and In a feu- mo- 
ments the whole neighborhood in 
the 


vicinity of 
Grove 
and 
Cambridge 


streets had joined in the attack on the 
officer. 


In all, the police made five arrests, 


three of the men taken being sailors 
and the two civilians, who are charged 
with having taken- part in the dot. 
One of the men was slashed with a 
razor, from his elbow to nls chin, and 
all were bleeding Crom many cuts and 
bruises.

from -the warships lying in the harbor 
and at the navy yard engaged In a 
free-for-all fight.

the tars and asked him to stop the dis- 
turbance. 
The sailo'r made a pass at 


tho officer, whereupon Foley drew his 
club and attempted to put the man tin- 
der arrest. 
The sailor called to his 


companions for h^lp and the entire 
group turned upon the officer, who de- 


fended himself as best he could with 
the club. 


The fight attracted a. great deal of 


attention, and the street, already, well 
filled, became1 packed with a host of 
negroes that flocked to the scene from 
every direction. 
The. sailors had"'the 


sympathy..of tho crowd, although for 
a time the civilians In' the throng did 
nothing more than offer them encour- 
agement. 


"Kill the cop," some of the men in 


the crowd cried, and the whole street 
took up the cry. The sailors attacked 
Foley in a body, as if they were ready 


I to fulfil the bidding of the crowd.

Ing off the crowd, and broke 'through 
the maddened thronjf to his aid. Foley 
was nearly exhausted. 


Bricks wore thrown at the officers 


from. the outskirts of the crowd, and 
missiles were hurled from tho windows 
and

buildings. 
While the 


crowd was attacking. Foley the alter- 
cation between the sailors had gone on 
wl thout 
much 
Interruption, and the 


whole 500 negroes were soon fighting 
almost as much among themselves as 
agnlnst the police. 


After considerable trouble the 
offi- 


cers managed 
to fight their way 


through the crowd and return to the 
police station, taking with them two 
of the sailors as prisoners. The riot- 
ing continued after they left the scene 
and the entire reserve force at the sta- 
tion \vns called out to restore order.

and burns. 
Montague, whose 
wounds 


were dressed by doctors called in by 
tho firemen, was allowed to . stay in 
his own rooms. 


The explosion set flro to the apart- 


ment which is occupied by G. T. Day. 
The firemen, summoned by passersby 
who heard the explosion, arrived in 
time to drag the t\vo unconscious vic- 
tims from the blazing room. 


Montague, who is head janitor of the 


apartment building, had been cleaning 
a mattrc-ss with gasoline In the kitch- 
en, while in the adjoining room, Miss 
Blair, the maid, was ironing, 
heating 


her irons on a small gas stove. The 
door between the rooms wns open. 


Montague was wetting- cloths in tha 


open can of gasoline, when the 
gas 


from the oil was ignited by the gas 
lamp used by Miss Blair. 


Windows crashed out Into the street, 


plaster -Cell from the walls, and 
the 


celling was bulged up several inches 
in both kitchen and bedroom by the ex- 
plosion. Miss Blair was hurled against 
the door to the dining-room. Montague 
was 
knocked itat into the entry, but 


boUi just out of. reach of the names 
that followed the explosion. 


The walls were stripped to tho brick 


partitions. 
Tho 
furniture

rooms was smashed into splinters, and 
big pieces oC celling dropped to the 
debris on the floor, which was already 
blazing. 


The damage to the apartment Is es-

"I came out oh the mail coach ar- 


riving, at Valdea on the 20th, after a 
varied experience consisting of being 
delayed two days by a blizzard, cross- 
ing rushing streams even when 
the 
horses had to swim and the sleds float 
and travelling day and night with the 
thermometer often as 40 below zero." 


The bureaus principal reason for a 


winter census is found 
in 
the 
fact 
that getting about the country is much 
easier at that than at any other sea- 
son. There are no bridgefi In the'coun- 
try and as crossing the streams when 
not frozen over is a serious problezn, 
Mr. McKenzie says that to have made 
the enumeration In tho summer \\wuld 
have required the 
services 
of 
four 
times as many assistants while the 
cost would have been six times as 
great. 
He also expressed doubt as to 
whether the result would have been as 
satisfactory. As it is, he is of opinion 
that it Is "accurate and complete." 


Much hardship was necessarily

volved 1n tho work. Only men inured 
to the rigors of the Arctic climate were 
employed, and while they suffered se- 
verejy none of them lost their lives, 
Summings up the conditions Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie says:

Six men and two women were frozen 
on the trails In the. vicinity in which 
he worked." 


All the traveling was done on dog- 


sleds, from seven to nine animals be- 
ing used with each sled. The agents 
were paid nino dollars a day and extra 
for the use of their vehicles. Gener- 
ally it was necessary for two men to 
S'o together, so that In case of accidents 
to one the other could proceed with 
the labor, for tho census must be taken 
whatever the cost in life or money. 


Espepial pains were taken to find 


every resident, and we are told that 
each cabin was visited unless to reach 
It would cost more than two days of 
time, in such exceptional 
instances 


the facts were recorded from reports. 
Trails were unbroken throughout the 
vast territory covered, and tho enum- 
erator or his companion found it neces- 
sary constantly to walk ahead o£ the 
team on snowshoes.

THE 
COMING 
CENSUS 


The census report should soon be out and make known the population 


of the various cities of Massachusetts. The census of 1905 gave Lowell 
a population of 94,889, and in 1906, according to S. N. D. North, director 
' of the census, the population had increased to 95,173. The population of 
Lawrence in 1906 was 71,548 and that city has been boasting of un- 
paralleled growth ever since. 


Fall River in 1906 had 105,942, Cambridge 98,544, Lynn 78,748. New 


Bedford 76,746, Springfield 75,836, Worcester 130,078. We surmise that 
Lynn will show a greater percentage of increase than any other city in this 
state; Lawrence will show more than ordinary, growth, and we shall be 
disappointed if our population falls under 105,000. Cambridge is the city 
nearest to the size of Lownll in population, although in.area it is less than 
half that of Lowell. That may prevent any large increase of population in 


Cambridge. 


POSTAL SAVINGS 
BANKS 


The work of establishing the postal savings banks is proving a more 


difficult matter than was generally supposed. 
Th'e officials in charge of 


the proposition find that at least four thousand 
new clerks will 
be 


necessary. The system will be complicated and will require a great deal 
of accurate work. It will also require precautions against fraud and rob- 
bery. The trustees working upon the problem find that 6,000,000 people use 
the postal banks in Great Britain and it is estimated that 10,000,000 will 


ultimately use the banks in this country. 


There 'IK a great deal of detail lo bo settled in regard to the form of 


receipt." It is acknowledged that pass books must be issued to depositors 
and it will be necessary to send (he total number—ten million or less—to 
Washington for verification. 


The postal savings banks urc not needed in New England. They do 


not pay as high interest as the other banks and what is worse for the 
communities in which the hanks are located they will take the money out 
of circulation. It will be necessary, for the government to do something 
to prevent a stringency in any city in which large sums are taken from 
other banks to be deposited in the postal savings banks. 


AN 
ABSURD PROPOSITION 


It is the bane of the school teaching profession that some educators 


become so extremely enthusiastic over some particular branch that they 
invest it with n value and an importance far above its actual intrinsic 


worth. 


A case in point is the extreme position taken by a Canadian superin- 


tendent of schools on the matter of manual training. James L. Hughes, 
inspector of the Toronto schools, speaking on this subject says: 


"The time is not fnr distant when books will he abolished 


from the schools altogether, and in their place will arise an indi- 
vidual course o£ study suited to each child. It is wrong lo teach 
each child the. same thing. Not one in ten thousand is constructed 
alike. Each one has it in him to make good in one certain lino oC 
life work and no other. I can take a child and give him a man- 
ual training course without one study out of the regular school 
course and yet develop him into a brighter man with a more act- 
ive and probing brain than 1 could by sending him through the 
eight years' academic course. Why? 
Simply because a child's 


brain 
develops 
when he focuses it upon something that needs 


probing—that will make the brain active. 
Schoolbook learning 


does not do that lor the child. Manual training docs." 


If we were to judge from Mr. Hughes' English in this paragraph we 


might conclude that he is not as conversant with some books as ho should 
be. But as to the main contention that manual training would render books 
unnecessary or that it would form a substitute for the elements of an 
English education the idea is utterly nbsnrd. 


It must be obvious to nr,y person in the least acquainted with manual 


training that in order to make it, n success it. is necessary to know the 
simple rules of arithmetic and lo have some slight knowledge of mensura- 
tion. Manual training is itself educative, and ninny of the operations in 
arithmetic can be made as interesting as those met in manual training. 


If Mr. Hughes menus to condemn books t\x Ilie primary 
source 
of 


knowledge, we agree with him perfectly. 


Books are not the source of knowledge. The real source of knowl- 


edge is observation, the gut.hering in of ideas to bo considered, classed nwl 


united as in a living organism. 


In this respect mere book learning is lo be condemned, but by ''book 


learning" in this connection is meant the voracious reading and study of 
bookH to the neglect, of the main source of knowledge, the exorcise of the 
perceptive, faculties upon the tilings nrnuml us. 


Manual training is valuable, no doubt, as mi cducalionnl course; but 


in this respect H ranks with rending, writing, nrithmotic, drawing, com- 
position and geography. Jt would bo absurd to deprive nny pupil of the 
elementary school education, without which progress in any direction is 
impossible, merely lo allow him to revel in the operations of innminl (min- 
ing which, to bo sure, nro very fascinating to children.

istry, architecture, drawing and the fine arts. 


In each of these sciences the raind will note in whatever it con- 


templates points of likeness and points of difference, all of which are 
taken into account in referring the object in question to its' proper class 
and species. 
Without books on these sciences we doubt,the ability of 


any student lo make the .progress necessary to enable .him to use his 
faculties aright in the. quest of real knowledge. No amount of manual 
training will offer the least insight to chemistry, geology, botany or several 
of the other sciences mentioned. 


Doubtless Inspector Hughes will make the most of manual training, but 


a man who- expresses such an extravagant view of anything as he does in 
this castf, is not to be commended for sound judgment. 
While pushing 


manual training lie will probably crowd out branches that are fully as 
important.

A 
dozen delegates made as many mo- 
tions and heated speeches on the sub- 
ject, the Bryan adherents denouncing 
the Hitchcock motion as "gag rule," 
and their opponents asserting that "in- 
dividual rule" must ,iot prevail in the 
convention. 


Chairman Smyth ordered a roll call 


on the amendment, and the gathering 
was silent as the vote of the counties 
that would determine tho strength of 
Mr. Bryan was called. 
When two- 


thirds had been called, foes of Mr. 
Bryan realized that he was defeated, 
and a wave of cheers that drowned 
the roll call began.

BOSTON, July 27,—Alter a hearing 


in the supreme court yesterday to de- 
termine tho validity of the execution 
of tho will of Mrs. Jennie S. Gookin, 
which was drawn up in New York, 
Judge Morton reserved his 
decision 


and suggested that counsel submit au- 
thorities in support of the contention 
that the will was properly executed. 


Mrs. Gookin was a milliner here. In 


1902 she sold her business and moved 
(o New York, living apart from her 
husband. While in New York she exe- 
cuted a will with t\vo witnesses. 


.As her husband continued to live in 


Massachusetts there arose the question 
whether the court In this state or in 
New York had jurisdiction when —the 
will was filed for probate, it being con- 
tended that her domicile followed that 
of her husband. 


Certain persons interested 
in 
the 


estate filed a plea for jurisdiction in 
New York, but this "was overruled, the 
court holding that the testatrix was 
domiciled in this state, where her hus- 
band resided, although she was staying 
in New York at the time she executed 
the will. 
Then an insane brother of the testa- 


trix, who was confined in an asylum 
in Ohio, put in a claim 
through 
his 


guardian, Henry V. Cunningham. 


The guardian entered an appeal from 


the decree of the probate court allow- 
ing the will and the case came up yes- 
terday. 


It further appeared that on the plea 


to the jurisdiction wnlch was denied in 
the probate court, Judge Sheldon of 
the supreme court had sustained the 
decision of the probate court holding 
the testatrix was domiciled 
in 
this 


state at the time of the execution of 
the will. 


Application is now made to allow a 


will executed in compliance with the 
laws of New York, hut not in accord- 
ance with the law of this state, as 
there are only two witnessesMnstead of 
three. 


John F. Cronan, counsel for the ben- 


eficiaries, who offered the will for pro- 
hate, contended that, 
although 
the 


woman was decreed to 
have 
been 


domiciled here, still she believed she 
was domiciled in New York. She was 
in fact, residing there, 
she complied 


with the law of that state, and she had 
the right to make a will according to 
the law of the place where she was at 
the time she executed it. 


The judge asked for authorities 
in 


support of this contention. Mr. Cron- 
n said he would try to furnish 
the 


same by Friday. 


If the will Is disallowed the insane 


brother will share In the estate.

•as safely over, not noticing the empty 
seat. 
Maurice Quinn was caught-on 


the pilot, rolled across the north rail 
and his lifeless body picked up under 
the front trucks of the second car. 


The accident created a great com- 


molion at the ball ground and the peo- 
ple rushed 
over to the crossing in 


?reat numbers. 
The body was taken at once to the 


morgue of Boulger & Hughes and Mrs. 
.1. A. McAndress, a relative, was sent 
to the home to break tho terrible news 


to. Mrs. Quinn and tho daughter and 
son. 


Maurice Quinn was nearly 40 years 


of age. and was born in Lowell, Mass, 
where his parents died 
some 
years 


since. He has one brother and three 
sisters at Lowell and Eddie Quinn, a 
former resident of this city, has been 
at Livingstone, Mont, for a year or so. 


Mr. Quinn came to Dickinson two 


years since and his wife, son Thomas, 
aged 13, and daughter, Marion, aged 
11, came a year ago: 


Deceased was a quiet man who at-
